LUCILIAE. Clusters of bright blue star-like flowers each with a white throat. In bloom with the 
Crocus, they offer a delightful contrast with their spreading informal growth and the vivid blue 
carpet effect of their blooms.

Hardy and easily grown, they will reappear every year and 
gradually multiply. Muscari should be planted thickly, spacing the bulbs 3 inches apart.
